If this column has been oc- 


cupied by reprint! the last week 
you should know the reason: Pod 
Rogers, circulation 
manager, 


and your editor have been busy 
running a signature campaign 
for a petition to preserve equal 
voting rights betweeh town and 
country in annexation elections. 


The old law in Arkansas was 


that when a city proposed to 
annex an adjacent rural area the 
election was conducted with a 
single tabulation—meaning that 
the small rural area was 
automatically outvoted by the 
populous town. 


This had always seemed wrong 


to thoughtful people. Annexation 
should be a contract agreeable to 
both city and country. Therefore 
the tabulations should be kept 
separate—one for the city, 
another for the country—and the 
annexation should have to win on 
both tabulations to be successful. 


So in the 
1969 General 


Assembly Act 65 was passed to 
require just this—two separate 
tabulations. Big Little Rock 
fought No. 65 vigorously, but the 
reform went through. 


In the 1971 General Assembly 


the L. R. vested interests came 
right back and enacted No. 298, 
which would have repealed No. 
65 and thrown annexation elec- 
tions into a single tabulation, as 
in the old days.

rise in wholesale prices leveled 
off last month, supplying ode- 
rately good news for the Nixon

The Labor Department re- 


ported today that the wholesale 
price index advanced by four- 
tenths of one per cent in June, 
the same increase as in May. 
On a seasonally adjusted basis 
the increase was the same.

Information on damage and 


the number of victims still was 
sketchy, with many commu- 
nities isolated by landslides. 


The Thursday night quake 


also was felt through much of

damage were reported there.

shaky or disrupted with the 
areas north of Santiago that 
were hit hardest, and there was 
no word on property damage. It 
was feared that the casualty 
toll would rise as more reports 
came in. 


Seismographs in Santiago and 


abroad measured the quake at 
a force of around 7 on the Rich- 
ter scale, but government offi- 
cials said it registered 10 in the 
areas hardest hit. This is an 
unusually high reading—the 
Alaska quake of 1964 registered 
8.25—and there was speculation 
that the report might be an ex- 
aggeration.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Once 


again the Pentagon's civilian 
leaders have avoided a possible 
clash with top generals and ad- 
mirals, this time by tinkering 
with the command structure 
rather than ordering a major 
shukeup. 


The new move, falling far 


short of recommendations by 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
I^aird's own study panel, comes 
after he and his top aides: 


—Backed away from an in- 


dicated intention to strip the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff of military 
operational 
functions 
and 


create a separate operations 
staff under a single high-rank- 
ing officer. The study panel had 
found the present arrangement 
"awkward and unresponsive." 


—Reversed a decision requir- 


ing the Defense Intelligence 
Agency to report directly to 
him rather than through the 
Joint Chiefs, thus tightening his 
control 
over 
foreign 
in- 


telligence. 


Nearly a year ago the Blue 


Ribbon Defense Panel, headed 
by New York insurance execu- 
tive Gilbert W. Fitzhugh, or- 
dered a thorough overhaul of 
the 
defense 
leadership and 


management structure, both ci- 
vilian and military. 


The goal, the panel reported 


last July 28, was to strengthen 
civilian control, promote effi- 
ciency and end serious cost 
overruns in buying weapons. 


No sweeping changes have 


resulted, although the Pentagon 
claims to have implemented or 
followed objectives of 83 of 113 
panel recommendations. 


The principal steps have in- 


volved embedding the "Fly-be- 
fore-you-buy" principle in de- 
fense procurement; improving 
military promotion and pay pol- 
icies; stiffening curbs on con- 
flict of interest and assuring 
compliance with racial non- 
discrimination directives. 


The latest move came Thurs- 


day and was billed by the Pen- 
tagon as "a reorganization of 
the unified command structure 
of United States military forces 
worldwide."

in the last half of the year 
could accelerate inflation. 


McCracken acknowledged the 


economy in the first six months 
of 1971 fell below the adminis- 
tration's forecasts, "while in- 
flation has continued higher 
and the rise of, real output and 
employment have risen less 
than we expected." 


In 
January, 
the 
adminis- 


tration said 
Gross National 


Product, output of the nation's 
goods 
and 
services, 
should 


climb by 9 per cent this year to 
a total of $1.065 trillion. 


That kind of GNP growth was 


needed, it said, 
to reduce 


unemployment to about 4.5 per 
cent and inflation, as measured 
by GNP standards, to 3 per 
cent by mid-1972. 


McCracken 
was 
more 


cautious about these predictions 
in testimony Thursday before 
the 
Senate-House 
Economic 


Committee, saying only that 
the rising rate 
of 
inflation 


would decelerate this year and 
unemployment would decline. 


"There is a danger that if 


money GNP were now to rise, 
or be pushed up, to reach the 
targets previously put forward, 
that would revive inflation or at 
least seriously delay its abate- 
ment," he said. 


McCracken 
said 
adminis- 


tration fear of an acceleration 
in the inflation rate was the 
main reason President Nixon 
chose to reject tax reductions 
as an economic stimulant. 


"We are now seeing how dif- 


ficult it is to remove the econo- 
my from the consequences of 
the inflation that was allowed 
to develop from 1965 to 1968," 
he said. 


"To permit the inflation to 


revive, for some short-run and 
doubtful 
advantage 
to our- 


selves, would be highly irres- 
ponsible," the chairman added, 
saying Congress already has 
made the 1972 fiscal year budg- 
et some $7 billion more ex- 
pansive than Nixon proposed. 


In addition, he said, the Fed- 


eral Reserve is expected to 
continue its easier-money pol- 
icies, though at a more moder- 
ate rate than the first half of 
the year. 


Although 
McCracken pre- 


dicted unemployment will drop 
this year, it was evident from 
his remarks that combatting in- 
flation now is ranked as a top- 
priority goal within the admin- 
istration. 


The institute's recommenda-

Experience is the best teacher when buying vegetables. 


But it helps to have a few guidelines to take along to the 
supermarket. No matter the budget, it saves money to in- 
sist upon fresh vegetables. Those that are wilted and 
stale really are not a bargain unless tossed into a soup 
pot. Your "local newspaper carries a listing of plentiful 
vegetables and better buys occur at the peak of the sea- 
son. Again it doesn't pay to buy more vegetables than 
can be used soon without waste. Most fresh vegetables 
hold for two to five days, while root vegetables can be 
stored from one to several weeks. 


Here is a guide to buying fresh vegetables: 
ARTICHOKES—Size not important in relation to qual- 


ity Should be compact, with thick, green scales (outside 
leaf) Avoid those with large areas of brown on the scales - 
and with spreading scales, grayish-black discoloration, 
mold growth or signs of worm injury at the near-Dase. 


ASPARAGUS—Has a short life. Use promptly. Stalks 


should be tender and firm and tips close and compact. 
Choose with little white on stalks for tenderness. Tender 
asparagus is brittle, while angular or flat stalks are apt 
to be woody. 


SNAP BEANS—Select slender beans with no bumps, 


free from scars. When broken, there should be no strings. 
Avoid dry-looking, dull or lifeless-looking pod. 


BROCCOLI—Look for fresh, green, compact bud clus- 


ters Avoid yellowing, soft or spreading heads. Open bud 
clusters mean broccoli is overmature. Avoid wilted, 
flabby or bruised items. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS-Select sprouts that are firm, 


compact, fresh, bright and with good green color Avoid 
puffy or soft sprouts, those with wilted or yellowing 
leaves. Avoid wormy, smudgy or dirty appearance. This 
indicates insect damage or decay. 


CABBAGE-Three major groups here, green cabbage, 


ereen crinkly leaved Savoy and red cabbage, hold as 
fresh-new or storage-old. 
Select firm, 
heavy-for-size 


heads. Outside leaves good color for type-good green or 
red 
In new cabbage, avoid wilted or decayed outer 


leaves yellowing or worm-eaten. In storage cabbage, 
avoid badly discolored, dry or decayed outer leaves 
Separation of stems or leaves from central stem at base 
also indicates over-age. 
\ 


CARROTS—Available ye'a r -r o u'n'd. Should be well- 


formed smooth, well-colored and firm. Avoid those that 
S 
wilted, flabby, soft or shriveled. Also avoid those 


with roots with large, green, "sunburned 
areas at the 


top and flabby or decaying roots. 


CAULIFLOWER—Outer white portion called the curd 


These should be white to creamy-white, compact and 
clean. Jacket or green leaves should be good green color 
Avoid discolored heads, soft spots. Smudgy or speckled 
appearance of curd is sign of insect injury, mold growth 
or decay. 


CELERY—Celery is green Pascal or golden. Select 


celery with thick, solid-looking stalks, clean, glossy sur- 
face Moid wilted, flabby celery with pithy hollow or 
discolored centers in branches. Also avoid stalks with 
'blackheart" or brown or black discoloration of sma 1 
center branches; signs of insect injury or long, thick 
seedstem in place of usually small, tender heart branches. 


CHICORY, ENDIVE, ESCAROLE—Look for freshness, 


crisDness good green color of outer leaves. Avoid leaves 
of brownish or yellowish discoloration and signs of insect 
injury. 


CORN-Retains fairly good quality for a number of 


davs if kept cold and moist since harvesting Place in 
home refrigerator. Best to use promptly Look for well- 
fflted Plump kernels. Firm to touch. Husks are fresh and 
ereen Avoid dry, yellowed or straw-colored husks or 
fhnnking kernels; also old ears with very large kernels 
and dark yellow kernels. 


PINEAPPLE—Colors vary but ripe pineapple has a 


fragrant, fruity aroma. It is clean, eyes are flat almost 
hollow The heavier the fruit for its size the better the 
quality Fruit picked too early does not ripen properly 
and has dull yellowish appearance, eyes poorly developed 
and somewhat pointed. When fully ripe, the spikes at top 
pull out easily. Avoid those with decay or moldy spots. 


PLUMS and PRUNES-These do not ripen after har- 


vest Immature fruit is hard, often shows shrivelled ap- 
oearance has poor color and flavor. Overmature fruit 
is too soft, leaky and flavor flat. Some varieties are 
rullv doe when color is yellowish-green; others when red, 
others when purplish blue or black. Softening at the tip 
is good indication of maturity 


MANGOES—Picked when mature, green, ripe when 


deep yellow or purple depending upon variety. Should be 
firm and well-formed 


PAPAYAS—Shaped like a pear and weigh 2 to 6 pounds. 


Picked at mature green stage. Eat when ripe, cook when 
green Ripe papayas have soft skin, uniformly orange- 
yellow skin, free of black blemishes and injuries. 


LETTUCE—Fairly even year-round supply. Four major 


sellers include Iceberg, butter-head, Romaine and leaf. 
Select fairly firm to firm head Iceberg that is clean, 
without excessive tip burn, rusty appearance or shows 
seedstems or excessive outer leaves. Color is medium- 
green outer and lighter green inner leaves. Butter-head 
iBibb and Big Boston) slightly flat on top with soft, succu- 
lent, light-green leaves in rosette pattern in center. Ro- 
maine is tall, cylindrical with dark-green leaves. Leaf let- 
tuce is without compact head, has broad leaves. Look for 
freshness, crisp leaves and good bright color in all lettuce. 
Avoid tip burn, serious discoloration, irregularly shaped 
heads and those with bumps. 


MUSHROOMS— Young mushrooms should be small to 


medium in size. Select clean, white to creamy white or 
light brown, tree from open caps (top): caps can be 
slightly open with pink ami light-tan gills (rows of tissue 
under'cap 1. Avoid overripe mushrooms with wide-open 
caps. dark, discolored gills, pitted or seriously discolored. 


OKKA- Look for tender pods whose tips bend with 


slight pressure, under 4'.. inches lung, bright green, free 
from blemishes Avoid dull, dry-looking puds, also shriv- 
eled or discolored, or pale-l"'led green colni These all 
lack t'lusor. 


Core Keeps Windows Working

Not all of us live in scaled, 


totally air-conditioned build- 
ings ' For most of us win- 
dows are still things we open 
on a hot day. close when it 
rains or gets cold. 


Sometimes 
opening and 


closing aren't easy and then 
we roast, get wet or freeze. 


Whether or not a window 


works properly is something 
few of us worry about until 
it is too late. That's when 
the struggle begins. 


Windows are little different 


from other working items 
around the home in that 
maintenance is easier than 
repair. Generally, when mov- 
ing parts are involved, lu- 
b r i c a t i o n is the key to 
proper care. 


An assortment consisting 


of 
paraffin, 
grease stick 


powdered graphite and an oil 
can with a flexible spout will 
take care of most anything. 
It's a pretty good collection 
for lubrication generally. 


Use the grease stick on 


the window slides. A little 
goes a long way and lasts 
for some time. Sliding parts 
can be brushed with melted 
paraffin. 
The double-hung 


window should be lubricated 
on the pulley stiles (these are 
the slots in which the win- 
dow slides) and on the stop 
beads (the wood strips that 
keep the window in place). 


To expose the pulleys pull 


down the top half of the win- 
dow. Lubricate the pulley 
shafts with oil or graphite. 


Casement w i n d o w s are 


easier so far as window 
frames are concerned. There 
is no sliding. But pay atten-

Collagen Is a Basic 
Protein in Body 


Dr. Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—What are 


collagen diseases? Are they 
rare? Is there a cure or tem- 
p o r a r y b e n e f i t such as 
ACTH, Cortisone and Pred- 
nisone? Is the disease al- 
ways fatal? I haye looked in 
a'medical 'dictionary arid- 
could not locate it anywhere. 


Dear R e a d e r—The term 


collagen is used for a basic 
protein of the body. It is 
really the protein that makes 
gelatin. As you know from 
that statement, you can pro- 
duce it by b o i l i n g meat, 
bones, tendons. In fact, the 
connective fibers that bind 
cells and muscle fibers to- 
gether, tendons and linings 
of joints, all contain this ma- 
terial. When something goes 
wrong with this material, it 
is called a collagen disease. 
The body seems to become 
allergic to its own collagen. 


There are a number of dis- 


eases that fall in this cate- 
gory. Some authorities think 
that the common disease, 
rheumatoid arthritis, is one 
of these diseases. It can be 
painful and crippling or it 
can run a short course and 
disappear by itself. Perhaps 
rheumatic fever belongs to 
this group, too. Some of the 
collagen diseases are more 
serious than others. 


The medicines you men- 


tioned are all h o r m o n e s . 
A C T H (adrenocorticotropic 
hormone) is from the pitui- 
tary gland just under the 
brain. It stimulates the adre- 
nal cortex to produce hor- 
mones. The other hormones 
are from the adrenal gland. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—My son's 


skin is an unusual color. 
Sometimes his hands are so 
blue people have commented 
about them. Could this be a 
sign of heart trouble? He 
seems to get exhaused from 
the least exertion and he 
can't seem to gain a pound. 
He is 6-1 and weighs only 
130 pounds. 


Dear Reader—Yes, it could 


be. There are a large num- 
ber of heart diseases that 
can cause the hands and the 
rest of the skin to take on a 
bluish cast. An important 
differentiation is whether it 
is just the hands or involves 
other parts of the body, like 
the lips and face as well. II 
it is just the hands, it is more 
likely a disturbance in the 
blood flow caused by the 


small a r t e r i e s and veins 
rather than the heart. We 
call this group of disorders 
peripheral vascular disease.

NEW YORK (AP) - Al- 


though fringe benefits account 
for more than one-quarter of 
many pavchecks, it is unlikely 
that many of the 
recipients 


could pass a true-false quiz on 
the subject. 


The absence of knowledge is 


particularly obvious in regard 
to private pension plans, which 
are now estimated to total $130 
billion in assets, a sum whose 
management 
and mis- 


management is causing con- 
cern in Congress. 


Yet the information is avail- 


able, but not always in the 
right places. Funding reports 
are made to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, to the 
Labor Department and to ac- 
countants and lawyers. 


But in many cases the em- 


ploye directly concerned gets 
no report until he requests one. 


Who is to blame? Clearly 


there is a certain apathy on the 
part of workers. 


But management must as- 


sume much of the blame. It 
simply has not found a clear, 
easy method of communicating 
the intricate details of its plans. 
Its attitude appears to be duti- 
ful rather than enthusiastic. 


"Even if an employe did get 


the information, I am not sure 
it would be meaningful," said 
James Attwood, senior 
vice 


president and pension expert at 
Equitable 
Life 
Assurance 


Society. 


The communication of pen- 


sion 
informations 
is "per- 


functory rather 
than mean- _ 


ingful," he believes. 


What should the employe ask 


for if he does decide to call the 
personnel department or write 
to the home office? Attwood 
feels some of the most impor- 
tant questions are concerned 
with benefits. 


—When do you become cov- 


ered? Sometimes the program 
doesn't cover the new employe 
during his first years of serv- 
ice. Sometimes 
an employe 


isn't covered for disability ben- 
efits until he attains a certain 
age. 


—When are 
you vested? 


When are your rights to bene- 
fits ironclad, even should you 
leave the company's service? 
Do' you know the dollar amount 
and 'conditions of payment if 
you do leave? And if you re- 
move your own contributions, 
will you lose those made for 
you by the company? 


—How are your benefits cal- 


culated? On the basis of your 
average salary? Or on your 
salary at the time your employ- 
ment terminates? 


—There is almost always a 


death benefit after retirement. 
Does your plan provide a bene- 
fit for death before retirement? 


Every employe should be aw- 


are of the answers to such 
questions, Atwood states. But 
benefits should be Only part of 
their concern. They have a vi- 
tal interest in understanding 
the funding of their plan. 


In some plans, the funds are 


invested soley in the company's 
own stock. In others, dangerous 
and even fraudulent loans are 
made. And many plans are not 
insured. 


Which brings up these cor- 


relative questions: What if the 
company goes out of business? 
What if the loans are not paid 
back? What if some of the in- 
vestments fail to yield the rate 
of return projected for them?

Kivie Kaplan 
Wrapped Up 
in NAACP

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


— Kivie Kaplan belongs to five 
Jewish congregations and one 
Christian church, but his most 
active interest is in the Nation- 
al Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. 


The 67-year-old retired tan- 


nery executive has served as 
president of the predominantly 
Negro organization since 1966, 
and 58 members of his family 
hold life memberships in the 
NAACP. 


The latest addition was Jere- 


my Joshtla Kaplan, a grandson 
who wad enrolled as a life 
member within 10 hours of 


birth last May 20. 


How did Kaplan get wrapped 


up in an organization primarily 
dedicated to advancing the 
cause of blacks? 


He explains 
he 
felt 
dis- 


crimination himself as a Jew. 


"But I never realized how 


much worse off the Negroes 
were until that trip I made to 
Miami Beach, Fla., in 1932," he 
said. 


While being driven about 


Miami by a Negro, Kaplan 
came to a hotel that had a sign, 
"No Jews or dogs allowed." 


The driver saw Kaplan was 


perturbed and said: "Don't feel 
badly, Mr. Kaplan. We Negroes 
can't go out after 8 p.m. with- 
out a permit from the city." 


The driver also said Negroes 


weren't allowed to swim in the 
ocean. 


Kaplan says there is a small 


minority among the half million 
members of the NAACP that 
resents having a white man as 
president.

Rock Singer 
Jim Morrison 
Is Dead 
PARIS (AP) — Jim Morri- 


son, lead singer of The Door's 
and a star of the acid rock 
scene, died in Paris last Satur- 
day and was buried Wednesday 
in Pere Lachaise cemetery. 


The death of the 27-year-old 


entertainer was announced ear- 
ly today in Los Angeles by hlfl 
manager William Siddons, and 
confirmed by U.S. officials 1H 
the French capital. 


The cause of death was not 


given on the official listing, but 
Siddons said he "died peace- 
fully of natural causes." 


Siddons attended the funeral 


and took Morrison's wife, Pa* 
mela, back to Los Angeles. The 
Morrisons had no children. 


Max Fink, the singer's per- 


sonal lawyer, said he had been 
told that Morrison suffered ei- 
ther a heart attack or died 
from pneumonia. 


Morrison's parents, Adm. and 


Mrs. Steve Morrison of Arling- 
ton, Va., said they had talked 
Thursday with relatives on the 
West Coast who had heard 
nothing unusual about their son. 


In a statement to newsmen 


on his arrival here, Siddons said 
he had "just returned 
from 


France where I attended the 
funeral of James Morrison. Jim 
was buried in a simple ceremony 
'< 


with only a few friends present."

Siddons said Morrison's death 


"was kept quiet because those 
of us who knew him .... want- 
ed to avoid all the notoriety 
and circus-like atmosphere that 
surrounded the deaths of Janis : 
Joplin and Jimi Hendrix." 


He would not say where in 


France the rock singer was 
buried. 


Siddons said Morrison had 


seen a doctor in Paris last Sat- ;;
